Donning iU> dress blues 
and an arsenal of medals, th e Marine Corps joined 
th e admirals In talking against th e bill until th e Presi­ 
dent h ush ed th em, but th ey still made th eir influence 
felt. 
As a result th e merger idea was watered down to 
“unification” and now it isn't ev en unification. It's 
th e "anti-military dictatorsh ip act of 1947 
Th at's 
th e title of th e bill wh ich h as been drawn up by Sen­ 
ator Robertson of Wyoming, relegating any merger 
Ideas to a distant, Utopia 
Th e Robertson bill would designate a coordinator 
of national defense wh o would preside ov er a defense 
council, wh ich would Include army and nav y, almost 
exactly as at prrsent, plus th e air force as a separate 
department 
Both army and nav y, h owev er, would 
maintain th eir own close-support av iation. 
Ch ances for any stronger bill coming up at th is 
session of Congress are sligh t. But th e Robertson bill 
Isn’t worth passing It's Just a dodge wh ich prov ides 
anoth er ech elon of bureaucrats, anoth er set of sig­ 
natures for ev ery policy-milking document, anoth er 
spool of red tape for th e military mach ine. It would 
add more brass to th e congestion in Wash ington, more 
petty riv alries t,o complicate matters and more liaLson 
inen to gum up th e works. 
It will be better to let merger plans rest a year or 
two. Such a bill would only be compounding confusion.
